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General Editor’s Note 


In 1964 the University Grants Commission had established this Centre of Advanced 
Study in Sanskrit (CASS) in this University as a training Centre to promote higher 
training and research in the field of Veda and Vyakarana. In 1974 facilities for 
such training and research were made available for two more disciplines namely, 
Nydya and Mimarhsa. The Centre has completed 29 years. of its existence and 
by now it has trained a good number of scholars in India and abroad. It has also 
brought out a good number of research publications in the areas of Veda, Vyakarana, 
Nyaya and allied disciplines. The members of its staff have contributed a good 
number of research articles in National and International journals. The Centre, through 
its research activities, has already established academic relations with prominent 
Institutions of Indology throughout the world. 


In its Silver Jubilee Year 1989 the Centre wanted to concentrate on making 
survey of research already done in various disciplines of Sanskrit and Indology. 
As the first step towards this direction, it was decided to compile bibliographies 


of each discipline separately. Accordingly, to start with, the following areas were 
identified. 


1. Srauta, 2. Vyakarana, 3. Nydya-Vaisesika, 4. Mimarnsa, 5. Samkhya, 6. Yoga, 
7. Advaita, 8. Dvaita, 9. Visistadvaita, 10. Dvaitadvaita, 11. Bhedabheda, 12. 
Acintyabhedabheda, 13. Alankara, 14. Sahitya, 15. Agama, 16. Tantra, 17. Jainism, 
18. Buddhism, 19. Dharmagastra, 20. Technical Sciences. 


Since there is no financial support from any funding agency, the Centre decided 
o concentrate on collection of bibliographical materials available in Pune city only. 
It is well known that Pune is very rich in oriental libraries, and hence, the coverage 
of Pune libraries will cover more than 70% bibliographical materials on those disciplines. 


One will agree that periodical collection and publication of bibliographical materials 
are absolutely necessary for quality - teaching and research in any field. Therefore, 
it is necessary that publication of these bibliographies should be an on - going 
project and a regular activity of our Centre, since this is the only Centre of Advanced 
Study in Sankrit in the entire country. The Centre, therefore, will try to make 
it a regular feature of its research activities. Bibliographical materials will be collected 
and will be published periodically. The present bibliographies are the first instalment 
towards that goal. I am fully aware that these bibliographies do not claim to be 
fully exhaustive. Nevertheless, the materials contained in them have comprehensive 
coverage, since they are collected from all the prominent libraries in Pune. These 
bibliographies contain information as found in 1988 in prominent Pune Libraries. 


Any progress in research requires assessment of reaserch already done and 
any assessment requires the collection of research work already done. These 
bibliographies should be viewed from this point of view. Our aim is, as stated

above, to come out with detailed critical survey of research done in a particular 
field. One must start somewhere and this is where we start. Better late than never.

of each and every student, scholar and teacher of Indology. Not only that, persons 
from general public interested in particular field of Indology may also derive help

The Format of the Bibliography 


Broadly these Bibliographies are presented in two parts. Part I is the main 
body of the bibliography and Part II contains Indices. 


In the body of a bibliography the materials are presented as per the proper 
names arranged alphabetically and numbered serially from one onwards. These names 
may be of the editor of a Sanskrit text or of the translator of the text or of a 
modern writer of a book or of an author of a research article or of an author 
of review. However, if there is no information about the editor or translate- available 
of an original Sanskrit text, the information Tegarding that text is enlisted under 
the name of the original author of that text and if this information is also not 
available then the material is put at the end of the body of the bibliography. However, 
in case if information regarding one or two points is missing even then the entries 
are arranged as per the general norms of the listing of the entries with question 
marks at missing points. 

Part II consists of the following Indices :- 
1) Author Index 

2) Title Index 

3) Topic Index 


Under the title index will come titles of Sanskrit texts, names of commentaries 
and the names of modern books. Under topic index are included topic-wise listing 
of articles. While listing a research article the topic of the article is focused and 
the arrangement is made alphabetically as per these topics. If in an article there 
are more than one topic which need focussing, then more than one entry will occur 
in the index. In the author index the names of authors of original Sanskrit texts 
and Sanskrit commeritaries are included. Since the bibliography for each discipline 
is prepared separately this author index will give an idea of the original Sanskrit 
text of that particular discipline and this is the reason why author index is added — 
Separately. Obviously, modern authors are not included here because they have 
already been included in the main body of the bibliography. 


The references in all these indices are made to the serial numbers of the body 
of the bibliography. While giving refernces to the entries under title index the serial 
number is indicated and this serial number will be followed at times by the letters 
C, E, T and R. These letters represent respectively whether the entry contains 
Sanskrit commentary (C) or edition of the Sanskrit text (E) or translation of the 
Sanskrit text (T) or review of the book (R) e.g. if the reference occurs as 100 
C it means that the entry number 100 in the body of the bibliography has a Sanskrit 
text with a Sanskrit commentary. Similarly, if the entry occurs as 150 E it means 
that the entry No. 150 contains a Sanskrit text edited by somebody. Likewise, 
if the entry occurs as 200 T it means the entry number 200 contains the translation 
of a Sanskrit text and, if the entry occurs as 250 R it means the entry number 
250 is the review of either Sanskrit text or of a modern book. Reference to Reviews

has been made by refering to the serial number of the book reviewed. 


However, if the book reviewed is not included in the Main Body, the full reference 
of that book is stated in the review-entry.
